Experiments in the feeding 
of sheep for the correction of 
nutritional deficiencis common 
in breeding ewes (fed under 
range conditions and on farms 
in Western Canada, have re¬ 
sulted in findings which are lik¬ 
ely to prove of great value to 
sheep ranchers and farmers. 
The University of Alberta, on 
co-operation with the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, and 
the National Research Council, 
has been carrying on experi¬ 
ments aimed to improve rat¬ 
ions for breeding ewes in years 
when winters are severe and 
grazing is difficult, or when as 
a result of drought the variety 
of feeds produced on farms is 
restricted. 

Experiments covering a per¬ 
iod of years show that alfalfa 
bay contains ingredients which 
approximate quite closely those 
contained in natural pastures. 
Ewes receiving alfalfa hay as 
part of the ration retained their 
thriftiness, reproductive cap¬ 
acity, and general health over 
a period of eighteen months, 
even though kept on dry feed 
summer and winter. 

The value of this informa¬ 
tion to ranchers and farmers is 
that it suggests th e importance 
of feeding alfalfa hay at all
